as in the Brownlow Medal, 
and that all votes would re- 
main sealed in their en- 
velopes until the season was 
finished. 

The referee selects his 
three best and fairest play- 
ers during each match. He 
then places his votes, 3, 2 
and 1 in an envelope, seals 
it and posts it to the secre- 
tary of the Referees’ Asso- 
ciation. These envelopes, 
marked “Best and Fairest”, 
are locked away until the 
final match. 


At the end of the season, 
they are opened by two re- 
presentatives of the Re- 
ferees’ Association, and one 
independent person. This 
year it.was Alex Barr and 
myself. An invitation is 
also extended to the secre- 
tary of the Federation, Mr 
S. Beaton, to be present. 


Every vote is counted 
with the exception of votes 
awarded to a player who 
has been convicted by the 
disciplinary committee; he 
is automatically disqualified. 
This year several players 
started off by polling well, 
then were convicted of an 
offence on the field, so were 
omitted from the count. 

If, at the end of the 
count, there is no outright 
winner, the count back

Winner in 1956 
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comes into operation, that 
is, the player with the most 
three or two votes, 

After the count, the votes 
are checked again before 
the winner is announced. 
The referees’ secretary keeps 
a full tally of all votes, and 
clubs wishing to know how 
one of their funy fared 
are quite justified in asking 
for his particular tally. 

I know of no fairer 
method than this. Take for 
instance if votes were re- 
corded weekly and a player 
was so far in front at the 
last match that he could not 
be beaten. The referee, of 
course, would know this too. 

Then that prayer, shall 
we say, was being niggled 
by opposing players, and 
finally did his block and 
fouled one of his attackers. 


What would you do as a 
referee, knowing that if you 
sent him off he would be 
disqualified if convicted? 
Answer this one truthfully 
and you have the answer 
why we insist on a secret 
vote. 

In conclusion, I would 
again like to thank the re- 
ferees and their secretary, 
Mr Lamb. I would like to 
offer my commiserations to 
those players who polled so 
well. To get within one or 
two votes is disheartening, 
but there is always next 
season.

Federation officials led 
by Dr Seamonds and Bob 
Clark arranged a meeting 
with Sir Stanley to pre- 
sent the strength and 
standing of the Federa- 
tion in- all States, and to 
point out that the Fede- 
ration ruled the roost of 
soccer here. 


Earlier Bob Clark had 
said: “As far as we are 
concerned the Association 
is dead. 

“The Federation must be 
recognised for what it is, 
the controlling body of 
soccer in Australia and 
the only body which can 
possibly deal with FIFA”. 

He added: “We have 
proposals for Sir Stanley 
and believe they will be 
accepted”. 

Mr Theo Marmaras, 
chairman of the Victorian 
Soccer Federation, spoke 
on behalf of Victoria and 
stated that Sir Stanley 
Rous listened carefully to 
all the answers given by 
the Federation officials 
and Sir Stanley replied 
that he is “very hopeful 
of the Australian problem 
being ironed out”. 

Naturally Sir Stanley 
could give no indication of 
the outcome of the talks.
